Certainly it has stripped itself of

Through the simple but effective ex- 
pedient of letting the dealer lead in- 
stead of leading the dealer, the indus- 
try has disposed of a huge over-pro- 
duction from 1929. 


With comparatively little "distress 


selling," dealers have been able to dis- 
pose of a surplus of. approximately 1,- 
WO.OOOtears and call on producers for 
new models many weeks before they 
normally would have been placed in 
production. 


It is from this fact that the indus- 


try finds much of its encouragement 
for 1931. Virtually all motorcar buildi 
ers have brought out new models 
earlier than usual. 


Others will present new types or 


improvements on current models at 
the national shows in New York, Jan- 
uary 3 to 10, and in Chicago; January 
24 to 31. 


The industry confidently looks on 


1931 as the "recovery year.';' Leaders 
cite several rtaspns for optimism. 


They point to analyses that fix the 


normal annual .replacement at ap- 
prorimately 3,000,000 vehicles; an ex- 
port business which, although con- 
fronted by neW difficulties, should be 
an important item next year, and to- 
the volume of "new owners" business 
developed each year. 


Even though all the normal replace- 


ment of 1931 may not be brought out, 
they assert that much of the new car- 
buying that normally should have ap- 


peared in 1930, but because of busi- 
ness conditions was withheld, cannot 
be delayed much longer. 


Leaders of the industry do n<}t look 


for the impossible in 1931, but say that 
a steady demand and steady produc- 
tion will be the most satisfying thing. 


One of the major problems yet to be 


solved, however, is the used car and 
the merchandising outlet situation. 


Early in 1930 a "scrapping" policy 


designed to send many worn-out mo- 
tor vehicles to the scrap heap was de- 
cided upon, but it offered only minor 
relief. 
. 


The merchandising outlet problem is 


a creation of the "expensive prosper- 
ity" of 1929, when more cars were pro- 
duced than the dealers could sell. The 
result was no little "dealer mortality," 
or failures. 


Thus the industry also faces a prob- 


lem in building up dealer organiza- 
tions. Yet, with all the various wor- 
ries, the industry is ready for 1931.

CLEVELAND—(fP)—Discovery 
of a 


unique power in br.ain substance to 
produce things which look and act 
much.like living creatures was ex- 
mibited to the American Association 
For the Advancement of Science Mon- 
day. 


No claim that,this is artificial pro- 


duction of life .was made.'by Dr. Geo. 


/;. Crile of the Cleveland Clinic, who 
presented the exhibit as part of an 
inestigation int othe cause of cancer. 


Visiting biologists watched the ob- 


jects appear from seemingly nothing 
in a drop of water and expand in a 
few minutes to round things which 


like the brain cells failed to produce 
cells but only a "bizarre structure" 
containing many fatty droplets. 


God In Universe 


Belief in • evolution does not neces- 


sarily imply disbelief in religion. Dr. 
Robert A. Millikan, famou? physicist, 
told the asociation. 


"Neither evolution nor evolutionists 


have in general been atheistic—Darwin 
least of all," he declared in an address 
on the occasion of his retrement as 
president of the association. 


The theory 'of evolution, he saidi 


tended merely ot "identify the crea- 
tor with the universe," and to turn 
attention away from the idea of a 
being that was outside and indepen- 
dent of the universe and started it 
moving as one might wind up a clock. 


Evolution also raised doubts about 
multiplied in lifelike fashion by di- ty,c theory that the universe will come 
viding into two cells. They said that to an enj through "heat-death" when 
this was not creation of life but an all 
interesting new scientific tool. 


Crile reported that fats in the brain 


alone seem to possess the power of 


and energy of the suns 


land planets has been radiated away 
into space beyond recovery, Dr. Milli- 
kan declared. Instead, it tends to help 


earth. 


This helps to prove, in Dr. Millikan's 


belief, that the cosmic rays cannot 
originate even in the outer atmosphere 
that surrounds the stars, but must 
originate in space so empty that they 
do not go throngh matter anywhere 
near as thick even as the earth's at- 
mosphere. 


The cosmic rays may be formed out 


of hydrogen, which is known to be 
fairly plentiful in interstellar space, 
and the hydrogen may be replenish- 
ed by radiant energy that is leading 
out from the stars, Dr. Millikan said. 


Studies of babies who run about on 


"four legs" ]ikear,J rials instead of 
creeping were described in an inter- 
view by Dr. Ales Hardlick, anthro- 
pologist of the Smithsonian Institution 
at Washington. 


He has studied 500 cases of infants, 


otherwise normal, who ran around 
rooms and up and down stairs like 
animals on hands and fet, could climb 
easily and had a tendency to grasp ob- 
jects in their mouths. Such instincts 
he said were continuations of the past 
experience of the human race and sug- 
gests its descent from animals who liv- 
ed in trees.

creating these objects. Cells from oth- support the belief that new energy and 
er organs do not do so unless brain 
fats are added. 


The materials are fats, proteins and 


ash from apparently dead body cells. 
They are separted, sterilized and plac- 
ed in three containers, the fats being 
preserved in "ether. 


When a few drops of these three are 


placed in water containing the salts 
normal to a living body, the sub- 
stances assemble themselves into cells 
that "breathe," move and have other 
characteristics of life. 


Certain Failures Noted. 


Of great significance, said Dr. Crile, 


is the fact that brain cells of a dog 
which died of distemper failed to cause 
the regeneration. The brain of a rab- 
bit that died of exhaustion showed 
only mild building power, but that of 
a human being who died of pneu- 
monia retained the full rejuvenation 
faculty. Dr. Crile's 
assistants said 


experiments would be made on brains 
of persons who die of exhaustion. 


The immediate object, Dr. Crile said, 


is investigation of the unknown cause 
of the wild cell growth which makes 
all forms of cancer. 


Cancer cells separated i?nd treated 


heat are being created somewhere out 
in space, to replace that which is lost. 


This new energy, he said, is being 


formed in space among the distant 
stars, and is falling upon the earth in 
the form of radiation of "cosmis rays" 
that are similar in principle to the 
rays given off by radium, but far 
more penetrating. 


It is hard to picture just how this 


process takes place in the cold reaches 
among the stars, "but acceptable and 
demonstrable facts do not, in this 
Twentieth century, seem to be dispos- 
ed to wait on suitable mechanical pic- 
tures," he said. "Indeed, has not mod- 
ern physics thrown the purely me- 
chanical view of the universe root and 
branch out of its house?"
